launched a counter-attack which 
won back nearly everything the 
Japanese had taken.

TOKYO. Feb. 23.—(IP,—The Jap- 
anese government's reply to tlie 
note of the League of Nations 
Council of Feb. 16 was telegraphed 
to Geneva today to Joseph Paul- 
Boncour. acting president of the 
council.
